Therefore the enquiry here to be made, is only concern- 
ing Sacred Muſick, and therein whether or no that 
Muſick Wherein Pſalms, Hymns, and Spiritual Songs, 
ſung with Vocal, or played on Inſtrumental Mnſich,, be 
to be allowed, and prattiſed in Divine Service. Concern- 
ing the former of theſe, namely, Vocal Church-Mulick, 
ſuch as they have made to themſelys , that is received 
without quarrel , by them of more ſound Principles , 
but here we are bound out, from intermedling with that, 
by this Diſtintion, Inſtrumental and Organical Mnſick, 
whereby Pſalms , Hymns, &c. . are Sung , or Played, or 
both , on Muſical Inſtruments, in holy Publick, Aſſem- 
blies, which though it is Allowabl, Profitabl, and Law- 
ful, yet in the Church of God, (eſpecially in theſe latter 
times, )it hath met with roo much enmity, diſtaſt , con- 
tempt , and conteſt againſt-it, and therefore out of 
mine endeared affection totruth,mine ardent defire,and 
utmoſt endeayour, after Unity, Peace, and Concord, in 
the whole Church of God, but eſpecially in theſe Na- 
tions wherein we liv ; I ſhall labour to take off that ca- 
lumny,and obloquy which is caſt upon it, by theſe eight 
cnſuing (to me irrefragably ) Arguments, which be- 
cauſ in their proſecution, they are ſwell'd up to a far 
larger bulk, thanl1 either expected , or deſired , I will 
- _ up in as much brevity as may be, and they are 
theſe.

The firſt Argument ſhall be made good, in what fol- 
lows ; where it is to be noted, that the Book of Pſalms, 
hath ever been fo far from denyal in the Church of 
God , that it hath been received with more applauſ, and 
cordial reception, then any other book of God: and is 
highly had in honour by our ever bleſſed Saviour him- 
ſelf, and his holy Apoſtles: And is called Pſalfer, from 
Pſalteriaum, a Plaltery, which was a certain Muſical In- 
{trument, whichin the Hebrew is called 73) Nablimm, 
Buxtorf ſaith the German Jews, expound irt to be 
the Bandera. Saint Hilary faith it was our Organs. The 
Greeks call it Yearizey , whence comes the Latine P/al- 
terinm, and our Engliſh words Pſalterp, and Pſalter, 
It comes from the Greek word Yam, which ſignifies 
to touch, as Muſitians do their ſtrings, Some ſay it is to 
play upon the Harp, and that it is properly ſpoken of 
the ſound made by the ſtrings of Muſical Inſtruments, 
The Greek " uſe it for torouch, and therefore the 
Muſitians in ZW;pidesare ſaid Vamew yordiis, To touch 
the ſtrings. And Yeauos ſignifierh the tune of ſtrings. 
This Inftrument(whence this Holy Book is thus named) 
the Latines call ic Naxla, or Nanlinm , from the He- 
brew word 923 andour Dictionaries ſay,it isanInſtru-

For 
the Antient Poets, GREY the Lyricks , ſuch as was 
David, ſungtheir Poems to the Lyre or Harp, and ſo 
joyned Vocal, and Inſtrumental Muſick together; and

learned men, as is expreſt by Polydore Virgil, who ſaich

All theſe 
lay'd together, and ſum'd up, amount to this Obſerya- 
tion : That conſidering God never giys gifts , but to 
the end that he may be glorified therein , and thereby , 
and that under the New Teſtament, he bath greatly ad- 
vanced, and much improved the liberal Art of Muſick, 
whereby to praif, and magnifie his great, and glorious 
name,for all his wonderous mercies, and gracious good- 
neſs, continually ſhowr*d down upon us, eſpecially in 
his Son our Saviour Chriſt Jeſus. Moreover God never 
beſtows his gifts, of what kind ſoever, but for himſelf, 
as the Apoltle ſaith, For of him, and through him , and 
to him. are all things, to whom be glory for ever, Amen, 
Rom. 11. 36, Nothing therefore comes from Gcd, bur 
he expeRts ſom return thereof, as was ſhowed in the 
Giving of him the firſt-born, firſt-fruits, and now San- 
Qification, Worſhip, and Service. Therefore a ſoul tru- 
ly deyout, indued with Gratitude, and Thankfulneſs , 
ever upon the receit of any enjoyment, ſome way or 
other, makes a return thereof. The ſenf, and prot Treg 
fion of this, compells me here to confeſs, that upon 
the fight, or Remembrance of a certain piece of »eed!- 
work,, yet remaining in the Temp! Charch, Lundon, 1 
judg, and condemn my felf, and the generality of theſe 
times, and Nations, as deeply guilty ofa great meaſure 
of. ingraritude and unthankfulne(s towards our moſt 
Gracious God and Saviour : In that a young maid, one

The third Argument is this, Jr hath ever been pra- 
Hiſed by good men , yea long before Vocal Mulick. 
For to deny good men to have praiſed God without 
any Muſick at all for about the ſpace of 2450. years, 
(which was the time of the children of 7/raels paſſage 
through the red Sea ) is very abſurd, whereas Inftru- 
mental Muſick, at that time, was of about 1850. years 
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ſtanding , Wherefore the ſtrongeſt and faireſt proba- 
bility, and conjecture is, that good men, all that rerm 
of time, praiſed God only-with .1»ſffrumental Muſick, 
or none : For the Heathens ſpent much oyl and many 
precious hours, wita the beſt of their abilities-to make 
enquiry, whereby to find out , who were the firſt Aut. 
thors of Muſick, which when they had done, they were 
unable to determin ;- For the higheſt that therein they 
wereable toreach, was that Amphivs King of Thebes 
was the firſt Inventor - thereof.

* :nvented, and inſtituted.” Here isan expreſs Analogy 
of faith requires it ; but more plainly, They in the 
Old Teſtament, made their ſolemn praiſes with Aſuſick. 
Vocal, and Inſtramental , for temporal deliverances, 
as, the bringing the children of 7ſrael out of efgypr , 
their paſſage through the red Sea, cheir protection in che 
Wilderneſs, their arrival in Canaan, their injoyment of 
Typical Ordinances, as a Levitical Prieſthood. The 
Tabernac|, the Templ, the Ark, the Altar, Return from 
captivity. Their deliverance from their enemies, and at 
the utmoſt their receiving of Spiritual promiſes. Where- 
as we under the New Tebiment, have received infinite 


greater deliverances which are Spiritual, as in thatwe 
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are delivered from the Fgyprian ſlavery, bondage, and 


darkneſs of Heatheniſm, Superſtition, and Idolarry, we- 


recave nouriſhment, and prote&ion in the midſt of a 
crooked and perverſe Generation , we are made lively 
members of Chriſts Myſtical body. Our enjoyment of 
Evangelical Priviledges, and Ordinances, as an Evange-. 
. lical Prieſthood , The righteouſneſs of Chriſt imputed 
unto us by Faith. The Word, and Sacramens, and our 
continual deliverances, not only from our enemies tem- 


poral, bur alſo ſpiritual, Whereby we attain unto frui- | 


tion of the greateſt Promiſes that ever were made to 
men; and therefore both of them, and us, the Author of 
the Epiſtle ro the Hebrews faith thus , And theſe alſo, 
that is thoſe under the Old Teſtament, having obrained 
a good report through Faith, received not the promiſe : God 
having provided ſom better things for us, under the New 
Teliament , that they without us ſhoxld nit be made per- 
fett, Heb. 11.39, 40. Therefore itisa very good Ar- 
gument, 4 minori ad majxs , that it is our duty, under 
the Goſpel, co praiſ, and magnifie the name of our 
great, and gracious God, in Pſalms, Hymns , ana Spirt- 
tual Songs, on Muſical Inſtruments. 

The fift Argument is from the conſtant allowazce, or 
prattice of the Charch, which manner of worſhip, thar 
it commenc't, abour the year of the world 600. by 
?ubal who was great Grandchild to Jrad, Cairns 
Grandchild, the ſeventh from Adam. After which trme 
it was the only Muſical ſervice of God,unto about the 
year of the world 2450. when it admitted Pace! Mu- 
fick., as an aſſiſtant, with whom u continued in bur 
a mean eſtate, for the ſpace of about 444. years, till it 
was much improved, and enlarged by David, 2 Sam. 6, 
as hath been ſaid, ſince which time it hath continued 
in the Church ill this, whichis about 2760. years, with- 
out intermiſlion, except for the ſpace of an hundred 
years and upwards, atter the Reſurrection of 'our ©a- 
viour ; during which time we find no noiſe of inftru- 
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mental Muſick, but only Vocal, as is confeſt by. all 
men of moderation,and unbyaſſed principles , and great 
reaſon there is, why it ſhould be. ſo, For, for the ſpace 
of three hundred years, and upwards, ſhe was either 
young, and but in planting, or rent, and torn, with 
inreſtin, and unnatural broils, and diſſenſions : or 
cruelly oppreſt with ſome of the ten Perſecutions, 
which were times, fcr. the hinging of their Harps upon 
the willows , as they fate by the rivers of confuſion, 
rather thin te ſing the ſongs of Sion, = HMnſicel In- 
ſftraments, in lo iiragge a world, which is nothing but 
what our Saviour had foretold , when he ſaid, The 
aaies will come, when the Bridegroom ſhall be taken from 
them, and then ſhall they faſt, Mat. 9 15. . 

Yet nevertheleſs, though during the faid time of 
minority and ſufferings, ſhe was hurried, and harrow- 
ed by extremity of weaknels, or cruelty, or both , yet

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From this ſearch, and enquiry here made,' after the 
Allowance, Uſe and PraQtiſe of Inſtrumental Muſick, 
by holy men, in the houſ, and Church of God, as we 
have diſcovered it, in the firſt Inſtitution thereof, in 
its Increaſ; Wane; Ecclipſe , and Recovery , in which 
it hath ſtood, and continned , at the leaſt this 1400. 
years , Now we conclude it to be allowabl, warrantabl, 
and profitabl with us in theſe dayes, inthatic was ſo, 
with thoſe almoſt primitiv Saints and Champions , 
wherein to wade any further, and in this manner, to 
bring it down unto tſeſe times, would nor only take up 


" abundance of unneceſſary pains, but alſo ſwell this un- 


dertaking into too great and needleſs a bulk, we there- 
fore will leay every moderate diſcreet Chriſtian ro make 
uſe of that old Adage, Ex Hercule pedem , where we 
willleav them to judg the juſt proportien of its rece.

at Morning or Evexing, there may be ſmug un Hymn , or 
ſach like ſong, ro the praiſ of Almighty God, in the beſt 
fort f Melody and Muſick, that ay be convenienny de- 
viſea, having reipe& thar the ſencence of the Hymn 
may be underſtardedand perceived.

And therefore this Objetion makes me beliey , that 
therein he had Policy and Deſign , not Judgement and 
Conſcience, Thus much for the ObjeRor.

in the Spirir, is more worth : they all being mer out- 
ward duties, and [pecioums, loud , outward dfſimulations : 
but where true zeal of heart goes along, whether it be 
Reading, Praying, Preaching, receiving the Sacrament , 
ſinging with Varce, or Inſtr ument, it is acceptabl to God, 
Otherwiſe it is not. And herein he ſhows 'the badg of 
all infetious judgements, which is want of charity , by 
taking Gods office out of his band, in judging ocher 
mens hearts, _.. 

2* In the ſecond place, be would ſeem to be offended 
with them, for Preſumption, .in atrempring to catch God 
Almighty by a fine air, made by mwaltiplicity of AMnſi- 
cal Infty uments,wherein there is,as in the former,a pre» 
ſumptuous peritio principis ,for no man of any Principls 
in Rcligion,can be ſo weak and filly, ro beley that God 
may be gained by.any-meer outward performance what- 
ſoever. - But if the:variety of Muſical inftruments were 
offenſiy unto him, we haye/the ſame often. injoyned, 
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. The third Argument again it is, that few or none 3. Vnproft- 
preſent do, or can underſtand. Here is the Old Argu- neſs there- 


ment for root and branch , by which to take away boih 
uſe and abuſe, whereas good, and wiſe Reformers , 
eyer endeavour at taking away the abuſe , but not the 
EWs lawful uſe of any thing. Therefore hath the 
hurch endeavoured the prevention of the caul of this 
complaint, 1» Yueen Eliz. Injuntt. 49. Reforma. leg. de 
Divin, Offic. cap. 5. Where Muſick both Vocal and In- 
ftrumental is injoyned to be ſo performed , as all may 
underſtand it ; but chis is the quality of moſt of thoſe 
that havea prejudicacy againit any thing -or perſon, 
- _ knowledg, or underſtanding thereof, and profit 
raeredy, 
Laſtly, he highly pleads againſt 7»ſtr umental Mnſic 
by Amhority, in the words of Cornelins Agrippa , in 
the yery end of the 17. chap. of his Book de incertitu- 
dine, & vantate (cientiarum : which are given inthe 
ObjeRion verbatim, in both Latin, and Engliſh, as by 
Sir. E.D.delivered, whercunto Agrippa himſelt by the 
Addition of q#ando, when, givs a tufficient anſwer thus, 
Sed quando anribns, pariter & animo judicis [ub trahi- 
thy authoritas; ©© But when the power of Judgement 
* israken away from the ears, and from the mind;* 
then do we grant there is chanting it with bellnine

Again, conſider but either the Book , whence this 
r4bbl rabbl (rather than Argument ) was taken, or 
the Amnthor thereof , and it will appear an Objection 
not worth notice, for.in ſom copies it is ſtiled Decla- 
matio Inveftiva, ©* An Invetiv Declamation ** againſt 
all Arts. and Sctences; and: InveRtions , ( whereof this 
is one of the largeſtſize ) are not Arguments, And of 
that Book, the Author himſelf in his Epiſtle Delicajory

* of Muſick, might gain a more plauſible. convoy, and

Concerning Church ſongs, and Mulick, St. Argaſtine
